DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
3/10/2009 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3 and 5-16 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
independent claims of Applicant's invention recite a wireless device working in 
combination with a processing application and multiple manufacturer incentive offer 
engines to provide incentives to shoppers as they shop. Upon scanning a product 
code, the wireless device transmits this information to a processing application which 
forwards this information as well as stored consumer data to multiple manufacturer 
controlled incentive offer engines. These engines then use this information, including 
incentives already offered during the shopping trip and those that were accepted and 
refused by the consumer during that shopping trip, to make an immediate decision on 
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an incentive to offer. The incentive is then forwarded back through the processing 
application to the wireless device. Once at the wireless device, the incentive may be 
communicated to a point of sale for redemption. 

4. Deaton (U.S. Patent No. 6,292,786) teaches scanning a product at a point of 
sale, sending that information along with past purchase history to manufacturers such 
that the manufacturers can determine a coupon to provide to be used on a subsequent 
shopping trip. Deaton does not teach a wireless device for scanning products, nor does 
Deaton provide coupons to be used during a current shopping trip. 

5. Sloane (U.S. Patent No. 5,918,211) teaches a wireless device that is used to 
scan products and receive coupons based on the scanned data. While the combination 
of Sloane with Deaton would cure some of the deficiencies of Deaton, the combination 
still does not teach targeting coupons based on coupons declined. 

6. Christensen (U.S. Patent No. 5,710,886) teaches a system of receiving coupon 
packages in the mail based on past coupons redeemed and not redeemed. While the 
combination of Christensen with Deaton and Sloane would cure additional deficiencies 
in the previous references, the combination still does not teach manufacturer engines 
determining incentives to be used on that shopping trip based on selection and refusal 
of incentives offered on that precise shopping trip.
